SCHOOL AHEAD— SLOW DOWN! 


During tlie summer mouths those warn­ 
ing’s y ou see on country roads and in city 
streets, “ School Ahead— Slow Down I” or 
“ School Ahead— Watch Out!” mean little 
to y ou. You know the buildings are closed 
and the y oungsters scattered to all points 
of the compass, and y ou continue y our 
speed with out slackening. 
Now, howev er, those signs hav e a grav e 
significance. 
Throughout 
the 
country , 
thirty million children hav e again picked 
up their tex tbooks and readers and are 
busy at their schoolwork. The signs are 
a v ital warning to all motorists to watch 
out or the y oungsters. 
In spite of the efforts of school authori­ 
ties and safety workers, automobile casu­ 
alties still account for more child fatali­ 
ties than any other accidental cause. Last 
y ear, 4 ,100 l)oy .s and girls of school age 
were killed in such mishaps, and many 
thousands more were injured, according 
to figures supplied by the National Bureau 
of Casualty and Surety Underwriters. 
The ev idence underly ing the statistics 
appears to place the blame heav ily on 
motorists, for the y oungsters hav e shown 
a remarkable ability to watch out for 
themselv es by observ ing safety rules and 
principles. 
In 
fiv e 
y ears, 
for ex ample, 
while motor v ehicle accidents inv olv ing 
adults hav e increased 34 per cent, those 
inv olv ing children hav e decreased 20 per 
cent. 
It has been said that the achiev ement 
in the schools is the brightest spot in the 
entire safety mov ement. Children can be 
taught to respect and obey the rules of 
gov eiTiing their own conduct in traffic, 
but they are helpless if careless motorists 
refuse to cooperate. 
Motorists, take care for school children. 
The sign: “ School Ahead— Slow Down!“ 
is a driv ing commandment.

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THE DROUGHT IN ENGLAND 


The United Kingdom has been going 
through a sev ere and protracted drought. 
The water supply has been seriously re­ 
duced. Water rations hav e been the rule. 
The great gardens at Kew and similar 
showplaces hav e suffered. The London 
Times has dev oted a whol t supplement of 
many 
pages 
to 
the 
subject 
of 
water 
economy and supply . In it is much of 
professional interest to water engineers. 
The Times reminds that the need of an 
adequate supply of pure water is as great 
in time of flood as in time of drought, 
that there is a more or less prolonged lag 
between the incidence of rain and it« 
appearance in the springs. 
In the Chiltern Hills, for instance, from 
which a large part of London’s water is 
deriv ed, “ a fall of rain may take fiv e or 
six months to percolate through to the 
riv ers. It is clear that no matter how 
heav y the rain fall may be during the 
nex t few weeks the deep springs will not 
be affected and amelioration of the pre­ 
sent position will be due to surface water 
that runs off through the ditches and 
brooks.” It is admitted that “ there are 
many riv ers in Great Britain that in pre­ 
sent circumstances must be classed as so 
throughly polluted that their purification, 
for the time being at any rate, is impract­ 
icable; 
others can be 
improv ed, 
while 
some at any rate are still pure, and that 
condition should be preserv ed.” 
Parliament has “ shown commendable 
readiness to 
deal 
with 
the 
emergency 
due to the long drought” and the gov ern­ 
ment is lending its ear to proposals by 
water engineers who would protect the 
kingdom against the effect of a protract­ 
ed drought in the future. “ It has to be re­ 
membered 
that ever y 
adv ance 
toward 
better housing conditions inv olv es greater 
use of water; therefore the problems con­ 
nected with its supply in adequate quanti­ 
ties will not tend to become less difficult 
with the efflux of time, and they are ripe 
for settlement now.” 
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PROTEST RISING AGAINST TAXES 


Tulsa World: 
Protests against tax es in 
practice, or ev en against tax ation as a 
principle, hav e come 
about 
regularly 
since man first laid tribute upon man. 
In modern times the protests hav e be­ 
come both tangible and portentous. 
For y ears there has been a 
demand 
that tax es upon property be abated. This 
was originally based upon the complaints 
of property owners and business people 
that gov ernment was penalizing business 
and lay ing tribute upon indiv idual indus­ 
try and initiativ e. 
The income tax came 
along. 
The dev elopment of the automo­ 
bile caused a new field to grow up— 
gasoline tax ation. 
Then came the sales 
tax idea. 
There has not been, in recent 
y ears, a tax -ordering assembly which has 
not attempted one or both of these plans 
of raising money . 
The temptation to tax 
business to death is v ery strong. 
Meanwhile, 
property 
v alues 
hav e 
shrunk and the tendency to omit tax es 
from homes and certain business has in­ 
creased. 
Also, in the same period, ex ­ 
penditures for relief and 
special 
work 
hav e risen and the great public establish­ 
ments remain with high costs. 
The consequence is that ordinary busi­ 
ness and the ordinary consumer are being 
tax ed most cruelly . 
A large section of 
the population is being supported by the 
gov ernment.

Another contrib ution they make 
to the

the furnishing of
